The Woman Nemesis. 


Mrs. Bradley arrived shorty 
before 


noon. 
Afer being assigned to a room, 


sire went to Senator Brown's apart- 
ment. There were no witnesses to tto 
shooting, but a maid heard the shots 
and nt onre notified, the management. 


According to her statement tonight 


nt the police station, where she talked 
freely with the newspaper men, Mrs. 
Bradley came to Washington to de- 
mand 'that Senator Brown marry her. 
She said that their relations were well 
known in Salt Lttkv,-. 


•1 asked him if he was going to do 


the right thing bv me." she said, main- 
taining 'remarkable composure.. "In re- 
ply, 'he piil on Ms overcoat and started 
to_,Jcave the room, and I shot him. I 
abhor *cts of this character, but in this 
case' it was fully justifitid." 


Practically Penniless. 


While expressing no sorrow for her 


act, she declared she was glad to know 
that Senator Brown might recover. 


"I was practically penniless when 1 


got h'ere today," she. said, "having only 
§1.20, and, after paying tho cabman, all 
the monev I had in the world "was $1.'. 


She said she urged Senator Brown to 


marry her, that he had been instru- 
mental in the divorce between her hus- 
band and herself, nnd, as his wife was 
dead, he could do tlie "right tiling" by- 
her. This, she snid. he refused to do. 


'Her Only Friend. 


Mrs. Bradley is a brunette, about 38 


years old, and" frail. Her first act after 
reaching the police station was to send 
for Senator Sutherland of Utah, who 
called on her tonight, and had a long 
talk with her. Sutherland regretted be- 
ing brought into tiro case, but. said Mrs. 
Hradley had sent for him, because he 
was the only man here whom she knew. 
To him ebe'uuiiinuniru iicisrii ind told 
the story of her relations with Senator 
Brown. 


She alleged that two of her children 


owe their parentage to Senator Brown, 
and that she had named one of them 
aftvr him. Mrs. Bradley was reluctant 
to speak of her former husband, lint 


questioning brought out the fact that 
he WUB living iu Nevada with u second 
ivifu by whom ho has several chiUlrsa. 


A Voman of Note. 


Further questioning disclosed the fact 


that Mr». Bradley for two years, 1000 
to 1002, had served as secretary to the 
slate Republican committee, and also 
at one time waa editor of the official 
organ of the State Federation of Wom- 
en's clubs. She declared that she had a 
sister in the newspaper business in Suit 
Ijikf, but that she would Bot communi- 
cate with members of her family, be- 
cause she knew they would come to her 
assistance. Up to a late hour tonight 
she had not obtained counsel. 


Details of Snooting. 


Manager Theodore. J. Tally or tbe 


Kaleigh was notified of the shooting

The Farm At'It Is, 


The farm as Preston school comprises 
70 acres. I desire %a place, emphasis 
ipon the word "acres." • Of land there 
s a possible hundred acres which may 
n\ tourtety be called tillable. 
Tho 


soil looks up in summer like so much 
concrete, and runs down hill in 
the 


wet vseason like, so much soft. mush or 
flush. 
The lowlands are aoggy and 


must be tile drained, as well as irri- 
:ated, in order to be made productive. 
The soil also has to be fertilized and 
needs to have mulch and eanri mixed 
nto it • to make it respond to tillage 
n anything like an encouraging way. 
n short, the farm selected for a reform 
school has to bo made over again, bom 
again, regenerated and reclaimed unless 
jarrenness is to reign .supreme. 
To 


meet the needs of. the school it has 
been found necessary .to rent .seventy 
acres of adjacent land (at -the expense 
of draining and reclaiming that also as 
consideration for a short term lease), 
in order to produce .what the school 
needs to consume. It*is .proposed to 
juv 200 adjacent acres, including the 
seventy acres now being rented (and 
mainly because of it) in order that the 
farm may be mnde .equal to require- 
ments • for agricultural products for a 
possible population of 300 persons. In 
nther words, and in round numbers, 
:t will require- three acres of Preston 
school land to supply each boy with 
meat and milk, fruit, eggs and vege- 
tables, and it will require intensive till- 
age to accomplish that. 


A Question of Policy. 


I am in some doubt as to the wis- 


dom of making this additional purchase. 
1 think that it never should be forgot- 
ten; for even „ a. single moment, that 
the school farm is valuable only as it 
is educative. 
To reform bad boyi, to 


wean them away from their former 
lives of loafing and 1»V breaking, their 
existences must be filled so full of 
other interests that there will be no 
room. left .in their minds for unwhole- 
some 'thoughts and memories. To this 
end nothing works, better than -to sur- 
round such boys with live things and 
growing things, pigs and chickens, cows 
and calves, norses and colts, orchard 
and garden, dowers and shrubbery. 


It is not of first importance that the 


farm at Preston school shall supply all 
the farm products that the school re- 
quires for consumption, but ty is of 
inestimable importance that the farm 
shall supply the boys with such hu- 
manizing . and quickening interests as 
shall awaken dormant manhood and in- 
tellectual capacities of such wards of 
the state as are sent to Preston to be 
reformed. 
Wheil the boy -gets to be 


utilized for tho farm, instead of the 
farm for the boy. it is time to sell off 
acreage instead of adding thereto, and 
that is a besetting temptation at both 
Whittier and Preston. 


It was folly for Whittier State School 


to undertake to grow oranges, lemons 
and walnuts for the -market, feeding 
the lads themselves 
on 
ttte 
culls. 


These things, should have been grown 
in quantities sufficient for instructing 
the lads in their culture and, incident- 
ally, for tupplying the ichool with 
what it needs of them for home con- 
sumption. 
The excess acreage should 


he put Into'alfalfa1 in order to keep 
cnwa enough for a dairy school with 
on Incidental supply ef milk and but- 
ler for the boys. 
Always, in such 


schools at those at Wllttier and lone, 
things are for boyi, rot boyt for 
things—a fact ns true as revelation 
but about s» hnrd for the manage, 
ments of both schools to grasp aa the 
fourth dimension Is for other folks. 


The Investment. 


The state has an Investment at 


Preston ichool of net far from $325,000 
including the land, whoM origins! cost 
was $10,800; buildings abont •235.000: 
water system and water rights, $68,000, 
and an equipment.not easy of estima- 
tion. The buildings art imposing and 
seemingly well conitructed. The main 
building Is at least one ttory two 
tall, having four stories' and a base- 
ment, with wings of three itoriea and 
basement.

stories and basement. 
All are of 


brick. 


The main water and power supply 


comes from Sutler creek through thir- 


I teen miles of open ditch, which needs 
to bo made of concrete; then through 
0000 feet of shell steel pipe, more than 
half of which needs to be replaced with 
new.

Cost of Maintenance. 


Tho state, leirislutnres have not deall 


as generously, in ptiiut of maintenance, 
with Preston si-hoiil i,» with Whittier 
uud it Is only by keeping two ur three 
official places vacant that expense* can 
be met. This is not good for the school 
or conducive to the contentment of the 


•oil amounts to $±!!>7.»0. and it costs 
78 cents per day to miiritaiit each boj 
in the ichool. or a per capita of $247 
per year, against $311.70 for Whittier 
I think the state would do well to allow 
a per capita annual cost not exceed- 
ing $300 for both school* and put them 


_ or near it. 


The School Work. 


The cultural instruction nt Prestoi 


does not quite reach the high staudan 
that should be set for it, but it is 
good, what th£ro^is of it." The lads 
sent to'Preslon are very backward, as 
a rule, and toriio of them man grown 
scarcely taunt- how to read, while the 
greater number of them are in the thir< 
or fourth grades upon their arrival at 
the school. At present, nothing higher 
than sixth grade work is being done 
partly for want of more advanced pu- 
pils and partly for the reason that those 
who are. more advanced are busy at 
day in the shops and on construction 
work. There should be room at Pres 
ton for somft commercial school work 
for thoso able to take it. 


Manual Training, 


Last year a beginning was made al 


Preston- school in mannal training1, an< 
a good beginning it was. The equip 
ment is sufficient for a _class of sixteen 
and two classes are held each day, the 
pupils'that'are given instruction recit- 
ing once a week. The recitations, or 
practice periods, nte long. 
One class 


works from 8 to 11.30 a. m., and an 
other from 1 to 3.30 p. m. This is not 
the best" arrangement that could be 
niudoolt.,irpuld be, more, to the purpose 
to difideHthean p&iods into two am 
give each pujlil twoTlcssons per week 
but that schedule would discommod 
somewhere else and the management ha 
not yet reached that state of enthusiasm 
for manual training which would promp 
it to give that form of education IS" 
right of way over the milin line, mak 
ing other things sidetrack for It. I 
would be better for the belated boy i 
such an enthusiasm for manual train 
ing were to p'ossess the management.

Humiliation of the Sultan. 


The Sultan of Turkey, who never 


leaves Yildiz Kiosk except to go to 
prayers on Friday nt noon, proposed to 
iend various high dignitaries to receive 
;he kaiser ns he stepped on the shores 
of thi' Bo-iporus at the official landing 
place (on his visit to Constantinople), 


The kaiser required that the snltan 


must receive him in person, and the 
sultan had to yield, for he keenly de- 
sired the glory in Mohammedan eyes at 
having an European sovereign come to 
pay his respects to the commander of 
tire faithful 


The sultan wa» waiting, then, to re- 


ceive the smpcror as he stepped from 
his boat and two carriages were in 
rwtdiucss, one to convey tho two sover- 
eigns and one for the empress. 
The. 


kaiser overturned the arrangements by 
putting the empress Into the flint car- 
riage with the snltan. while he himself 
occupied the second. So the sultan on- 
dnred the- indescribable humiliation of 
driving thrnugh the streets of his own 
capita!, be-fore the eyes of. the Moham- 
medan subjects, sitting side by side with 
a, Giaour woman. Nothing could be 
more humiliating to the sultan than 
that situation, and the most affective 
counterblast to his Pan-Islamic propa- 
ganda would be to circulate through all 
Islam the description of that drive, ^if 
nnv Mohammedan could 1* induced to 
bciicvo it.—Contemporary Review.
